Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: There is no special 
technical feature in common with the two sets of claims since the features of the specific 
mode field diameter, Rayleigh scattering coefficient and transmission loss (claims 16-

over the prior art (see Jameson et a! (US 6,301,426 B1) column 2 lines 61-64 and 
column 3 lines 1-7; and Nagayama et al (US 2002/0044753 A1) paragraphs 0018- 
0023).
